“The School Building Authority is empowered to facilitate and provide state funds for the
construction and maintenance of school facilities to meet the educational needs of the people of
the state in an efficient manner.”

Investments totaling Billions:
Since inception in 1989, the School Building Authority has partnered with counties to provide

over $21,000,000,000 in state dollars and $1,500,000,000 in local dollars for construction projects
across all 55 counties in West Virginia.

Long-Range Planning equals Effective Investment of State Funds:

The Local County Boards of Education must develop Ten-Year Comprehensive Educational
Facilities Plans (CEFPs) that are approved by the State Board of Education and the SBA. These
CEFPs evaluate existing conditions, plan for ideal educational delivery, and translate educational
needs into facility needs. For the past two years, nearly every County Board of Education has
completed their 2020-2030 CEFP.

Summary of School Construction Funding

SCHOOL BUILDING AUTHORITY OF WEST VIRGINIA

Legislation passed in 2015 directs General Revenue, 0317 Appropriation, State Aid to
Schools/Debt Setvice, be allotted for School Construction Funding, as “pay-go”. Legislation was
past last year (HB 4975 and HB 4976) that allows the SBA to transfer any unspent debt service to
School Construction Funds.

The SBA continues working with State Department of Education and Local County Boards of
Education to develop long term funding strategies. Discussions continue with the goal for Local
County Boards of Education to fund depreciation of Capitol Assets which are funded by the
SBA, as well as a focus overall of funded sustainability.

In addition, the SBA continues to maximize investments in accordance with the SBA Investment
Policy for both short-term and long-term investing based on cash flow analysis of grant funding,
while maintaining the primary goals of the Investment Policy — “safety and liquidity”.

Supplemental and Improvement Packages

Current Fiscal Year 2021
Expenditure Summary:

This fiscal year's supplemental request is not for additional funds; we are only asking to increase spending
authority. The increased spending authority of Fund 3963/70000 is taking the unspent cash from FY2019
to fund school construction projects. The SBA has an average of $130M per year in school construction
requests. Our current funding for school projects is $59M. This would allow the SBA to fund additional

much needed projects to assure WV Schools are maintained in a manner that meets all safety requirements.

Anticipated benefits to the program or the effects if improvement is not funded:

Should this yeat’s supplemental request not be approved, this would result in a school construction project

not being funded and potentially leaving an unsafe environment for the school and potentially resulting in
closing part, or all of the school facility.

Anticipated cost savings to budget if improvement is approved:

There is no anticipated cost savings.

Prior Fiscal Year 2020

In Fiscal Year 2020, the School Building Authority had two supplemental requests. The requests were not
for additional funds; however, they were requesting approval to spend unspent Debt Service funds for
school construction projects. To date, 100% of these funds have been committed for school construction
projects. This is in compliance with all Statutory requirements.

SBA Support to Increase Three Percent State-Wide Funding to Ten Percent

. The SBA’s Executive Director is working on a proposed Bill to amend the Three Percent Statewide
Grant Funding to “Ten-Percent.” This change in Code would address major facility needs at our Multi-
County Career & Technical Centers that were recently identified and reprioritized as a part of the 2020-2030
Comprehensive Educational Facilities Plan (CEFP) process. Currently, the size and scope of projects each
eligible facility has identified cannot be addressed by the amount of funding available considering the limits
of only three percent of the sum of SBA monies available for distribution.
